HIS  brief  sketch  (written  by  an 
employee  of  many  years'  con- 
nection with  The  House,  at  his 
own  suggestion)  is  merely  an 
outline  of  the  growth  and  re- 
cord of  "The  House  of  Nordheimeh"  from 
its^  beginning  in  1840  up  to  date,  nineteen 
and  three,  and  is  given  with  the  single 
of  providing  information  to  the  public 
^distinguished  career  and  a  remarkable 
development^  beginning  some  sixty-three 
years  ago,  Mminating  in  the  present  busi- 
ness concei^^^"THE  Nordheimer  Piano 
AND  Music  Co.r~fcmiTED,"  of  Toronto,  now 
broadly  recognized  ^k^  important  influence 
in  the  furthering  of  the  highest  interests  in 
the  field  of  Music  throughout  the  Dominion 
of  Canada. 

The  House  of  Nordheimer  was  practi- 
cally the  pioneer,  and  is  the  oldest,  Piano 
and  Music  establishment  in  Canada,  and  it 
can  also  be  said  to  be  the  oldest  on  the 
American  Continent,  of  which  the  founder  is 
now  living. 

The  business  was  first  established  in 
Kingston  in  1840  (then  the  seat  of  Govern- 
ment) under  the  firm  name  of  A.  &  S. 
Nordheimer.  Upon  Toronto  being  made  the 
seat  of  Government,  the  firm  removed  their 
headquarters  to  this  city,  and  also  opened 
branches  in  Montreal  and  other  cities  in 
Ontario  and  Quebec. 


Like  many  similar  great 
establishments,  The  House 
made  its  beginning  in  a  small 
way,  passing  through  many 
trying  vicissitudes  and  vari- 
ous periods  of  commercial 
depression,  but  the  founda- 
tion stones  laid  in  the  build- 
ing of  the  business  were 
those  of  CHARACTER  and 
I  QUALITY  of  GOODS,  together 
with  iNTEtRiTv  and  indi'strv,  and  these  still 
remain  the  supports  of  The  House  to-day.  . 
In  1860  Mr.  A.  Nordheimer,  sr.,  died, 
leaving  his  brother  Samuel  the  principal 
directing  member  of  the  firm. 

In  Pianos  The  House  was  for  many  years 
exclusively  an  importing  concern,  always 
representing  the  leading  manufacturers  of 
the  Continent,  dating  back  to  the  celebrated 
instruments  of  Stodart,  Dunham,  Chickering, 
and  THE  Steinwav  pianos,  which  last  they 
still  represent  for  the  entire  Dominion  and 
distribute  a  large  number  of  them  yearly. 

In  connection  with  these  famous  piano- 
fortes the  firm  brought  many  distinguished 
musical  artists  to  Canada,  and  in  various 
wavs  have  been  instrumental  in  elevating 
musical  taste  and  culture  throughout  the 
Dominion. 

In  the  early  day:  of  The  House  there 
were  not  any  Music  Halls  in  Toronto  and 
Montreal  until  the  Messrs.  Nordheimer  built 
them  in  connection  with  their  business,  thus 
doing  a  great  deal  of  good    in  both  cities, 


in  which  their  example  was  followed  later  bv 
several  leading  American  houses. 

One  need  only  to  visit  the  large  trade 
centres  on  this  Continent,  from  New  York  to 
Chicago  and  on  to  San  Francisco,  or  from 
New  Orleans  to  Montreal,  to  realize  the  sub- 
stantial connections  and  associations  of  Thk 
House  of  Nordheimek. 

It  can  also  be  safely  stated  that  the  stand- 
ing and  reputation  of  The  House  in  London. 
Hamburg,  Paris,  Berlin  or  Leipsic  is  as  well 
known  and  appreciated  as  it  is  in  America. 

When  the  Dominion  Government  followed 
the  example  of  our  neighbors  to  the  South, 
and  instituted  the  National  Policy  of  Pro- 
tection to  Canadian  manufacturing  interests. 
The  House  of  Nohdheimer  began  the  mak- 
ing of  pianos  at  Toronto  with  a  striking 
success,  that  is  best  estimated  by  the  presen" 
.great  popularity  and  large  sale  of  The  Nori>- 
heimer  Piano,  as  well  as  by  the  recognition 
they  have  received  from  leading  musicians  of 
both  Canada  and  the  United  States,  together 
with  the  wholesale  testimony  of  Conserva- 
tories, Colleges,  Schools,  Convents,  Teachers, 
etc.,  who  have  used  The  Nordheimer  Piano 
for  nearly  twenty  years. 

As  the  Company's  business  increased,  ,-e 
space  and  better  accomodation  was  dema.:ued 
for  enlargement  and  improvement,  and  about 
ten  years  ago  the  firm  erected  the  present 
magnificent  Nordheimer  Warehouses  which 
are  the  largest,   most  handsome,  convenient 
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and  commodiou*  Warehouses  in  the  Dominion 
devoted  solely  to  the  sale  of  Pianos,  Music, 
and  Musical  Merchandise. 

The  Toronto  Warehouses  are  situated  on 
King    Street    East,    between    the    comer   of 
Yonge    Street   and  the   new    King    Edward 
Hotel,  form- 
ing   one   of 
the    most 
s t  ri  k  i  ng 
commercial 
edifices  in 
the    Domin- 
ion, extend- 
ing through 
the   entire 
block    from 
King    to 
Colbor  n  e 
Streets,    six 
stories  in 
height,  hav- 
ing the  main  and  retail  entrances  on  King- 
Street,    with   the    shipping    and     wholesale 
entrances  on  Colborne  Street. 

The  Nordheimer  Piano  Factory  at  West 
Toronto  Junction  is  also  a  most  extensive 
building,  equipped  with  all  modern  require-

oldest,  but  the  most  important  commercially 
and  the  soundest  financially  of  any  establish- 
ment in  the  Dominion  that  is  devoted  solely 
to  the  Manufacture  and  Sale  of  Pianos  and 
Musical  Merchandise.

One  of  the  surest  signs  of  this  evolution  is 
th?  improved  standing  of  the  decorative  arts. 
In   this  connection   Steinway  &  Sons  are 
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playing  an  important  role,  by  demonstrating 
that  art  and  musical  culture  are  entwined 
and  associated  with  artistic  piano  production 
— masterpieces  of  beauty  which  are  conceded 
to  have  established  a  world  standard.

Another  instrument  treated  in  this 
decorative  form  takes  Shakespeare's  "Mid- 
summer Night's  Dream"  for  a  subject.  The 
design  is  in  dull  gold,  which  serves  as  a  back-
